What do cancer and pol- 
lution have in common? They 
are related parts of a complex 
social problem--one which has 
no simple solution 

That’s the nub of what a 
leading cancer authority at The 
Salk Institute near San Diego 
had to say recently

we need money for developing 
vaccines against cancer virus- 
es which infect the body from 
the outside.” 

But Dr. Dulbecco also points 
to research by others that has 
clearly demonstrated that can- 


‘cer can be caused by chemi- 


cals permeating our environ- 
ment. “Thus, lung cancer in 
non-smokers is more frequent 
in the cities than in the coun- 
try,” he notes, “andinhabitants 
of the Mississippi Delta, whose 
drinking water is highly pol- 
luted, have three times more 
bladder cancers than inhabi- 
tants of neighboring areas. 
Thus we can truly say that 
pollution is the cancer of our 
environment..” 

Dr. Dulbecco believes that 
the high incidence of cancer-- 
it is the second most frequent 
cause of death in the United 
States--is contributed to by 
factors that have nothing to do 
with science or medicine, but 
are economic, social and pol- 
itical in nature. 

People dread cancer, for 

good reasons. #People’s emo- 
tional reactions to cancer at- 
tract the attention of politi- 
cians, who, by voting large 
sums for cancer research, have 
the opportunity to demonstrate 
concern for the common peo- 
ple This attention isn’t so 
much misdirected as it is in- 
complete. Real progress in 
alleviating cancer might be 
achieved by combining scienti- 
fic research with major educa- 
tional programs, and perhaps, 
some hard-hitting legislation 
One of a series provided by 
The Salk Institute, San Diego, 
Calif., to improve public under- 
Standing of science.

posely dumped James F. Byrnes as his choice for Vice 
President in 1944, turning to Harry Truman. 

Roosevelt first backed Byrnes and apparently never told 
his War Mobilizer, later to become Secretary of State under 


Truman, that 


he had had second thoughts. As a result, 


Truman went to the 1944 convention prepared to deliver a 
nominating speech for Byrnes, only to learn Roosevelt 
wanted him, instead, to be the party’s second-place nomi- 
nee. It was then widely suspected FDR wouldn’t live out 
another term; thus second place on the ticket took on add- 


ed significance. 


The long-accepted story has been that organized labor 
dumped Bymes, that Roosevelt accepted the veto of Sidney 
Hillman. If the account of Farley’s version is accurate, 
Byres was deceived by the President, who in fact pre- 
vented him from becoming President in 1945. 

Truman later broke with Byrnes and began the political 
process which, in effect, drove the South out of the party, 
a process climaxed only this year. In five presidential 
elections since Truman’s time the Democrats have won 
only one, in 1960, and that result is suspect. Thus Roose- 
velt’s choice and deception in 1944 could have doomed the 
party’s strength for deeades—an interesting might-have-

25 YEARS OF UN FAILURES 


‘SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


It has been my contention 
for years that the United Na- 
tions not only has failed to 
meet the high hopes on which 
it was launched in 1945, but 
it has even quit trying. 

During the 27 years since 
the United Nations was created, 
the United States has given that 
organization and its related pro- 
grams the huge total of $4.1 
billion, which is approximately 
40 percent of all the money 
contributed by the 131 mem- 
bers. 

UN spending last year hit 
an all-time high, totaling more 
than $1 billion, which was 17 
percent greater than in 1970. 
Of this record-spending, the U- 
nited States put up more than 
$335 million, or about 31 per- 
cent. 

Or, to put it another way, the 
total annual 1972 assessments 
of 117 member nations lumped 
together were less than the U- 
nited States’ payment. 

While all of this hocus-pocus 
has been taking place, twenty- 
five UN members have failed 
to make the first payment to- 
ward this year’s UN obligations, 
although most of these coun- 
tries seem to have no trouble 
finding the money or the cre- 
dit ‘to buy warplanes and wea- 
pons with which many threaten 
their neighbors. 

The list of nations which 
make costly demands in the UN 
but which hedge on meeting their 
obligations goes on and on, but 
this type of international wel- 
fare represents only part of 
the problems which have bank- 
rupt the United Nations. The 
rest lies in the abject failure 
of the organization to meet its 


-charter obligation to bring peace 


to the world. It is responsible 
for the present mess in the 
Middle East; it talked but took 
no action during the Widian- Pak- 


istan fighting; ithas done nothing 
to stop the inter-tribal killings 
in Africa; it wrings its hands 
but fails to act to stop inter- 
national hijackings and destruc- 
tion of airliners. 

When the American govern- 
ment asks world-wide help to 
gain freedom for Americans held 
as prisoners of war in South- 
east Asia, the United Nations 
doesn’t even offer to investi- 
gate, much less act. When the 
United States asks United Na- 
tions help to end the tragic war 
in Southeast Asia, the only ans- 
wer is that we are at fault. 

For years disgusted Ameri- 
cans have asked why the United 
States should continue pouring

billions of dollars down this 
bottomless UN pit. Just before 
adjournment of the 92nd Con- 
gress, a Presidential Commis- 
sion recommended that a ceiling 
of 25 percent be placed on our 
‘financial support of the UN bud- 
get, starting next year. ; 

This is nowhere close to my 
own recommendation in the mat- 
ter, because, in my judgment, the 
UN is both morally and finan- 
cially bankrupt. The sooner we

Problems At Rotary Club 


A slide talk on current ef- 
forts of the oil industry to grap- 
ple with its environmental prob- 
lems was presented by John 
B. Johnson, Public Relations 
Director of the Alabama Petro- 
leum Council, at the Elba Rot- 
ary Club in Elba at their reg- 
ular luncheon meeting. 

Johnson outlined the main 
problem areas in air and water 
pollution control, and how the 
industry is spending an ave- 
rage of $1-1/2 million a day 
in trying to solve these prob- 
lems.

Auto emissions, refinery 
operations, and fuel oil pollu- 
tion sources will come under 
special scrutiny. In the field of

transportation and marketing. 

Eighty color slides were 
shown illustrating actions taken 
by oil companies to protect the 
environment during industry 
operations. 

Johnson also noted the work- 
ings of the new voluntary ins- 
urance funds --TOVALOP and 
CRISTAL--which provide fin- 
ancial aid for cleaning up spills 
involving oil tankers. These 
funds provide up to a total of 
$30 million per incident, and 
now cover over 96 percent of 
the free world’s tanker tonnage. 

Through 1980, according to 
one estimate, controlling air 
and water pollution will cost 
industry and the public some 
$193 billion. The presentation 
outlined the significant steps 
already taken in this regard by 
the petroleum industry, and 
what it plans for the future.

CHRISTMAS TREES

Do not accept C.O.D. pack- 
ages unless you know the con- 
tents and sender. 

Do not accept packages fora 
neighbor unless you have speci- 
fic instructions to do so. You 
may be obligating him for ar- 
ticles which he did not order. 

Do not buy from temporary 
or seasonal businesses. Re- 
course is often impossible. 

Deal only with reputable 
mail order firms. 

Do not purchase items of an 
unknown make which cannot be 
serviced locally. 

Always ask if deposits on 
lay-a-ways are forfeited if the 
item is not paid out within a 
specified period of time. 

Be sure of the terms of each

Dentist Wants 
Heart History 


Dental patients once assumed 
that their visits would consist 
simply of a searching process, 
uncovering a need for a shot 
of pain killer, a screeching 
drill, a filling, and then dis- 
missal--with a date for a fu- 
ture appointment. 

Today the patient is given a 
complete oral examination and 
x-ray and is thoroughly ques- 
tioned before any but emergency 
treatment is undertaken. The 
questioning is somewhat new in 
its thoroughness -- the Heart 
Association being responsible 
for a great deal of this. 

For example, an acute dental 
infection could prove very ser- 
ious for a person whose heart 
valve may have beenpreviously 
damaged by rheumatic fever. 
Therefore, heis carefully ques- 
tioned and his physician consul- 
ted on the need for antibiotic 
medicine before, during, and 
after dental treatment. 

Physicians as a rule: en- 
courage their heart patients to 
maintain a healthy mouth. It 
is true that recent coronary 
cases will be cautioned against 
dental extractions, because 
persons who have just survived 
a heart attack should avoid 
stressful situations wherever 
possible. Also, since such pa- 
tients may be taking anticoa- 
gulant drugs, the physician may 
wish to change the dosage before 
a tooth is filled. (“Thinn- 
ed blood” would preclude a good 
blood clot from filling the tooth 
socket and could be hazardous.) 


Alabama Tightens Meat 
Enforcement 


Alabama Commissioner of 
Agriculture, M. D. “Pete” Gil- 
mer signed a cooperative agg- 
reement Noy. 29 with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) calling for tighter en- 
forcement of meat and poultry 
inspection in Alabama. 

This agreement provides for 
the Alabama Department of Ag- 
riculture and industry and 
USDA’s Animal and Plant Health 
inspection Service to integrate 
their compliance activities so 
that Alabama comsumers are 
offered maximum protection 
against unwholesome, adul- 
terated and deceptively labeled 
meat and poultry products. 

The compliance program fol- 
lows meat and poultry products 
from the packer through trans- 
portation channels to the con- 
sumer. Compliance officers 
attempt to prevent violations, 
and when necessary, track down 
violations of meat and poultry 
inspection laws & regulations 

Alabama is the 36th state 
to sign this cooperative agree-

Millions of taxpavers who will 
benefit from a change in the 
income tax Jaws can increase 
their benefits if they take cer-

Effective with federal income 
tax returns for 1972. the 
standard deduction used by 
those who do not-itemize their 
deductions was increased to 15 
percent of adjusted gross in- 
come, up to a maximum of 
$2,000, a sizable jump over 
the standard deduction in 197] 
of 13 percent or $1.500 

In filing 1972 returns. tax- 
payers whose itemized de- 
ductions would not total $2.000 
will want to take advantage

Close rapport between dentist 
and physician is invaluable, but 
it is especially essential if the 
dentist plans to remove a tooth 
or perform some other surgical 
procedure, 

Occasionally the family den- 
tist will refer a cardiac patient 
to a specialist in oral surgery. 
The oral surgeon in turn may 
decide together with the physi- 
cian that it would be wiser 
in the case of the particular 
patient to carry out surgery in 
the hospital rather than in the 
dental office. 

Physicians and dentists -- 
through the American Medical 
Association, American Dental 
Association and the American 
Heart Association -- have pro- 
duced vast amounts of research 
on managing most aspects of 
cardiovascular disease. 

Some dentists in Ala. have 
been trained by Alabama Heart 
Association in the method of 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
have been held by the Asso- 
ciation at State and regional 
dental meetings. 

It is the hope of all dentists 
that their patients will begin 
to understand the need for his- 
tory-taking and will not not 
ever feel the questioning to be 
boring or unrelated. 

The dentist still says, “Open 
wide, please!” -- but not be- 
fore a thorough investigation 
and conversation on the pa- 
tient’s medical history.

as it is not garbage and can be 
used to fill. They further st- 
ated, “we are more than willing 
to cooperate with the city in 
anyway we can, but we feel 
this. assessment is  exsor- 
batant.” “An assessment ofbe- 
tween $50.00 to $75.00 per mon- 
th would be acceptable. “We 
also believe the people of this 
area should be fully informed 
of all aspects of this problem 
instead of just. the viewpoint 
expressed in the article cont- 
ained in the December 17, 1972 
edition of the Elba Clipper.”

This tradition con- 
tinues, although today the 
emphasis is on giving to the 
poor. 

Lords and princes of the 
Middle Ages gave saddles, 
swords and horses to their 
faithful knights, while noble 
ladies gave their men kerchiefs 
to affix to their lances or hel- 
mets--as tokens of good will 
and support. 

Queen Elizabeth of England, 
during the late 1500's, fostered 
the custom. of Christmas gift- 
giving by requiring hercourtiers 


to deliver presents before the 
throne. Woe betide those who 
didn’t produce! To forestall 
her royal wrath, one arch- 
bishop gave her $200 every 
Yule to replenish\her ward- 
robe.. Court ladies presented 
her with the first silk stock- 
ings made in Europe. 

Lookingbackat morerecent 
history, in pre-revolutionary 
China, aged parents received 
birthday gifts of “longevity 
robes''from their dutiful chil- 
dren who revered old age. 

Thinking in more earthly 
terms, Charlemagne, 8th cen- 
tury king of the Franks, is 
alleged to have given his gen- 
erals all the land they could 
walk around from sunup to 
sundown. 

Perhaps because he thought 
generosity was a jewel of a 
trait, Emperor Nero of Rome 
used to throw:parties during 
which gems would be shower- 
ed upon the guests from 
special baskets on the ceiling. 

Most insistent on giving? 
Perhaps the Berbers of North 
Africa take this award. Since 
the dawn of time, they have 
believed that milk is “full of 
holiness."” For that reason, 
most nomad Arabs in Africa 
will urge a traveler to help 
himself to a drink of milk, 
But if the traveler offers to 
buy it from them, they fly in- 
to a rage!
